T he chain le tter and chain postcard have m ade 
th e ir appearance again. 
Recalling the prevalence 
of chain letters a few’ years before th e war. the P ast 
Office D epartm ent asks th a t the public refrain from 
m ailing chain cards and letters. 
W hile they boost postal receipts, they clutter the 
m alls, burden th e carriers and clerks, and results 
!n frequent com plaints from m any recipients. 
C hain letters and cards are a violation of the 
law and are subject to confiscation as are th e articles 
or m oney w hich m ay be sent through th e m ail in 
fulfilling a chain. 
The latest form of chain m ail is the chain post­ 
card. 
A card is received w ith six nam es on It. 
The 
recipient is asked to send a tea towel or some other 
m ore or less w orthless item to the top nam e, wTite a 
card, leave the top nam e off and add his or her nam e 
to th e bottom of th e list. 
C hain letters are of two general classifications, 
according to pastal authorities—those based on various 
cash or oth er form s of rew ards, as described in the 
chain letter, or on superstition. 
In th e supers tit ions form of chain le tter the person 
w ho m aintains the chain by forw arding the required 
num ber of letters or cards is prom ised good fortuno 
or heavenly haven and th e person who breaks the 
chain, bad luck or a one-w ay trip to hell

Hea d Co ld Remedies 
Ventilation, drainage, and mois­ 
ture are the prime requisites in 
maintaining a healthy nose. Should 
any of these functions be disturbed, 
discomfort is likely to occur. 
The head cold serves as an ex­ 
ample. 
At first the nasal mem­ 
branes are dry; 
later, swelling and 
discharge appear. 
In the beginning, 
the exudate is w*a- 
ter>’, then thick­ 
ened. These ab­ 
normalities com­ 
bine to produce 
obstruction, n ot 
only to the pas­ 
sage of air, but to 
elimination of the 
purulent material. 
In this stage we 
w’ould glady ex­ 
change th e old 
proboscis f or a 
b e t t e r working 
model. 


Humidity adds to comfort, espec­ 
ially early In the game. If a com­ 
mercial device is not available, pans 
of water on the radiator will supply 
the needed moisture. In addition, 
hot drinks or gargles prove useful 
because the heat brings more blood 
to the surface. 
Such procedures 
occasionally will abort a cold if done 
soon enough. 
Nose drops containing ephedrine 
or other constrictors reduce con­ 
gestion and help open the passage- 
w'ays, thus easing that stuffy sen­ 
sation so common in head colds. 
Mild and soothing preparations are 
less likely to damage the delicate 
hairlike 
projections 
(cilia) 
that 
cover the membranes. These fila­ 
ments force the material along, 
which Is nature’s way of promoting 
spontaneous drainage. The drops 
are usually inserted when the head 
is tilted back; but if the patient 
remains in that position, most of 
the fluid runs down the floor of the 
iiostriLs and into the throat, where 
it is swallowed. It is better to bring 
the head down immediately after 
introducing the medicine as it is 
then more likely to reach the swol­ 
len tissues. Hanging over the edge 
of the bed is a convenient method 
and, by turning the head from side 
to side, the medication reaches over 
all the parts. These antics are un­ 
necessary if a spray, atomizer, or 
inhalator are used. The use of nose 
drops should be discontinued after 
the acute phase has passed as they 
can produce persistent irritation. 


Rest in bed is also desirable be­ 
cause it improves body resistance 
and shortens the period of disability. 
Tliis probably explains why colds 
respond so readily when the patient 
is in a hospital and more inclined 
to stay put. The same arrangements 
can be ii^ade at home but they sel­ 
dom seem to work as well. Visitors 
come in and the temptation to 
wander about the house, sit in the 
living room, etc. is too great. To my 
knowledge, this is the only differ­ 
ence between the hospital and home 
and demomstrates conclusively the 
value of absolute rest. 
An obstructed nose often inter­ 
feres with sleep; hence salicylates 
or sedatives are frequently recom­ 
mended. The sulfonamides and pen­ 
icillin are rarely of value in the 
early stages as they have no effect 
on the causative virus. Should sec­ 
ondary invaders take over, however, 
the drugs are beneficial. But by this 
time the cor\za is subsiding and the 
need for medication is lessened.

Took Secret Radar Patents Which Belonged To Army

“While employed at SCL Mr. Hersh­ 
berger prepared a memorandum on 
Nov. 22, 1933. disclosin'g the prin­ 
ciples of a method for locating a 
metal object by means of reflecting 
radio waves. . . .

h e f a c t s behind the Berlin 
business are simple enough. A 
Soviet effort to expel the West­ 
ern 
allies 
from 
Berlin 
was 
foreseen^as long ago as last Novem­ 
ber, w'hen General Lucius D. Clay 
told one of the.se correspondents he 
“would only leave the city on a 
stretcher." After the breakdou*n of 
the London conference on Germany 
in December. General Clay's un­ 
yielding policy w’as approved on the 
highest level, by Secretary of State 
Marshall. The balloon was rather 
expected to go up in Berlin at that 
time. Instead, there was an in­ 
terval of Soviet hesitation and com­ 
parative amiability. And the bal­ 
loon has gone up now. 
The “now" is what matters. The 
drive for Berlin must be seen in 
conjunction with the rape of Czech­ 
oslovakia, the drive for Finland, the 
pressure on Scandinavia and the 
struggle for Italy. Coming at this 
climactic moment in the grand con­ 
test for Europe, the Soviet drive for 
Berlin holds out some threat of 
imminent war. That is a fact which 
is being soberly faced by the Amer­ 
ican policy makers, and should be 
soberly faced by the American pub­ 
lic. 
The reasons given for this horri­ 
fying assessnlent of the situation 
are essentially simple. The Soviets 
may be bluffing, but they have 
committed 
themselves 
so 
deeply 
that it will be difficult, for them to 
back down. When General Clay re­ 
marked that he would not abandon 
Berlin except if carried out. he was 
certainly not bluffing. The United 
States and Britain have no real 
alternative except to call the Soviet 
bluff. Fo r if they are weak in the 
face of Soviet bullying, every other 
doubtful situation in Europe will 
turn sour overnight.

.sorlied in the Soviet .‘>phere. the 
picture w’ill be comparable to that 
in 1948. after Munich. Then there 
will ultimately be no choice except 
the appeasers’ choice, which is be­ 
tween fighting and surrendering. 
Tniis danger of political chain re­ 
action, which is inherent in the 
Berlin .situation, should now be 
familiar. It was first seen in the 
Greek-Tiirkish crisis. It has re­ 
curred at intervals since. And it 
arose in a most violent form w’hen 
Czechaslovakia fell. 
The pattern of the present crisis 
is. in fact, oddly similar to the 
Czechoslovak crisis pattern which 
led to the President’s emergency 
me.'isage to Congress. Most official 
and a few non-official observers— 
among them these corre.spondents*— 
had forc.seen what would happen in 
Czechoslovakia, just as the Soviet 
drive for Berlin was also fore.seen.

Taxing Powers Back In Hands 


Of Congress, Where It Belongs 


By DAVID LAWRENCE 


WASHINGTON, April 5.—Control 
of the taxing power is back in the 
hands of Congress, where it be­ 
longs. 
AbusiC of the presidential veto to 
compel a two-tliirds vote before the 
people can get changes in their tax 
rates has resulted in a humiliating 
defeat for President Truman. 
Taking his cue from the late 
President Roosevelt, who vetoed a 
tax bill for the first time in history 
—a veto which, incidentally, was 
overridden, too—Mr. Truman twice 
prevented the national legislature 
from fixing tax rates. 
Now by a subfitantial marjority— 
well over two thirds—the Congress 
has taken back into its own hands 
the fi-\ing of tax rates. 
It might be said that Congre.^^s 
can be prevented again from mak­ 
ing new tax la'ws. But it is a far 
different thing to enact 
a new law 
now than it has been heretofore 
when a minority of Congress, sup­ 
porting 
a presidential veto, could 
keep existing high rates in effect 
indefinitely. 
When so many members of Pres­ 
ident Truman’s own parly in both 
the House and Senate desert him to 
vote for tax changes, it is a sign 
that the Chief Executive has adopt­ 
ed a stubborn position which makes 
his leadership of the party more 
theoretical than real. 
In this campaign year the Demo­ 
crats who voted to override the veto 
must go before the people saying, 
in effect, that the President was 
wrong in his attitude. 
Truma n’s Arguments Much Alike 
The arguments made in the first 
two veto messages are much the 
same as in the one sent to Congress 
last week. Mr. Truman says that 
tax reduction isn’t possible because 
of huge expenses abroad or because 
surpluses must be used for debt 
retirement. What he is contending, 
in reality, is that the American 
people 
must operate indefinitely 
under w'artime tax rates. 
Mr. Truman uses the same dem­ 
agogic line he has employed before 
—namely, that 40 per cent of the 
tax redtiction goes to people who 
earn more than $5,000 a year. Does 
he mean that tax policy must be 
based on some form of communistic 
share-the-income doctrine such as 
undermined democracy abroad and 
weakened so many countries? 
By overriding the veto, the legis­ 
lators have responded to public 
opinion. To the argument that tax 
reduction will produce inflation by 
increasing the purchasing power of 
millions in the low-income brackets, 
there is a simple an.swer. It Is that 
the huge expenditures by govern­ 
ment, which create new demands 


for goods, are sending prices upward 
in an inflationary cycle and the 
low-income groups need the pur­ 
chasing power to maintain a decent 
standard of living. 
Mr. Truman endeavored to rebutt 
the contention that investors would 
be helped and thus business would 
benefit by the inflow of more risk 
capital if taxes were reduced. He 
said business profits were high and 
funds had been available in ade­ 
quate quantity. But he failed to 
distinguish between borrowed money 
with fixed obligations and Interest 
and the lack of equity money such 
as has built up American industrial 
power. 
If the tax structure had not been 
changed this year, the whole eco­ 
nomic structure would have been 
weakened. 
Mr. Truman hinted twice before 
at the possibility of a crisis overseas 
and now he doesn’t have to hint, 
becaiLse the situation with Russi.v 
i.*i plain to see. But Congress under­ 
stands that. too. and has come to 
the concliLsion that if war breaks 
out higher tax rates can be enacted 
overnight. 'The American people will 
gladlv pav wartime tax rates during 
a waV. What they object to is the 
arbitrar\' attitude of a President 
who says, in effect, that u'artime 
tax rates must continue for decades 
to come. If his reasoning 
ls accept­ 
ed. there can never be any tax re­ 
duction while there Ls a huge public 
debt, and obviously the public debt 
will not be reduced materially for 
fifty years. 
Po licy o f Obstructio n 
Mr. Truman has failed to apply a 
reasonable policy either to debt re­ 
tirement or tax reduction and. after 
having been opposed twice by a 
majoritv of Congress, he has en­ 
deavored a third time to maintain 
his policy of obstruction. 
Tliere may be a deficit iivstead of 
a suriilus if war-emergency s{xmd- 
ing grows but there is also the 
chance that the very armament 
spending may swell tax rectnpt.-^ at 
the new rates .to levels never l>eline 
reached, so that .the estimatixi loss 
of revenues will not matrri:!lr/e at 
all. In any event. Coneress will mr» t 
the fiscal situation as it ari.scs niui 
it will take only a majority vnte to 
enact higher tax rates if they be­ 
come 
necessary. 
Tax

should be left to a congre^^lonal 
majority,

There will be a strong temptation 
to appease, especially in Europe, 
where the first brunt of Soviet at­ 
tack must be borne. At this writing, 
however, the chances seem to be 
that the bolder of the two choices 
outlined above will be preferred. 


If we .stand firm at Berlin, we can 
at least be encouraged in doing so 
by the analy.sis of Ru.s.sia’s motives 
for her present agcre.ssioiLS which 
is generally accepted by the Amer­ 
ican policy makers. 
They believe that the violence of 
the Soviet response to the EYiropean 
Recovery Program flows from the 
knowledge of the Soviet leaders 
that their system Ls too weak to 
stand the competition of a healthy, 
reconstructed Europe. They believe, 
that is. that the Soviet motive Ls 
preventive, the intention being to 
create 
conditions 
in 
which 
the 
healthy reconstruction of Europe 
will be impassible. That this Ls now 
the danger is acknowledged. 
One of the wisest makers of 
American policy has .sadly admit­ 
ted, “If we cave in at Berlin, we 
risk defeating the w'hole purpose of 
the ERP.”

Chain Letters 
The chain letter and chain postcard have m ade 
th e ir appearance again 
Recalling the prevalence 
of chain letters a few years before the war. the Past 
Office D epartm ent asks that the public refrain from 
m ailing chain cards and letters. 
W hile they boost postal receipts, they clutter the 
m alls, burden the carriers and clerks, and results 
In frequent cor Plaints from m any recipients. 
C hain letters and cards are a violation of the 
law and are subject to confiscation as are the articles 
or money which may be sent, through the mail in 
fulfilling a chain. 
The latest form of chain mail is the chain post­ 
card. 
A card is received with six nam es on it. 
The 
recipient is asked to send a tea towel or some other 
m ore or less worthless Item to the top nam e, WTite a 
card, leave the to r nam e off and add his or her nam e 
to th e bottom of the list. 
C hain letters are of two general classifications. 
Recording to postal authorities—those based on various 
cash or other form s of rewards, as described in the 
chain letter, or on superstition. 
In th e superstitious form of chain letter the person 
who m aintains the chain by forw arding the required 
num ber of letters or cards is promised good fortune 
o r heavenly haven and the person who breaks the 
chain, bad luck or a one-way trip to hell 
C hain letters received 
their greatest 
im petus 
during World W ar I when an English officer—at a 
tim e w hen the fortunes of B ritain and her allies were 
a t a low ebb—sent post cards, with a prayer for 
ouecess In th e war. to friends and asked them to 
forw ard sim ilar cards with the sam e prayer to their 
M end*.

Head Cold Remedies 
Ventilation, drainage, and mois­ 
ture are the prime requisites rn 
maintaining a healthy nose. Should 
any of these functions be disturbed, 
discomfort is likely to occur. 
The head cold serves as an ex­ 
ample. At first the nasal mem- 
.brines are dry; 
later, smelling and 
discharge appear. 
In the beginning, 
the exudate is wa­ 
tery, then thick­ 
ened. These ab­ 
normalities com­ 
bine to produce 
obstruction, n o t 
only to the pas­ 
sage of air, but to 
elimination of the 
purulent material. 
In this stage we 
would glady ex­ 
change th e o ld 
proboscis f o r a 
b e t t e r working 
model. 


Humidity adds to comfort, espec­ 
ially early In the game. If a com­ 
mercial device is not available, pans 
of water on the radiator will supply 
the needed moisture. In addition, 
hot drinks or gargles prove useful 
because the heat brings more blood 
to the surface. 
Such procedures 
occasionally will abort a cold if done 
soon enough. 
Nose drops containing ephedrine 
or other constrictors reduce con­ 
gestion and help open the passage­ 
ways, thus easing that stuffy sen­ 
sation so common in head colds. 
Mild and soothing preparations are 
less likely to damage the delicate 
hairlike 
projections 
(cilia) 
that 
cover the membranes. These fila­ 
ments force the material along, 
which is nature’s way of promoting 
spontaneous drainage. The drops 
are usually inserted when the head 
is tilted back; but if the patient 
remains In that position, most of 
the fluid runs dow n the floor of the 
nostrils and Into the throat, where 
it is swallowed. It Is better to bring 
the head down Immediately after 
introducing the medicine as it is 
then more likely to reach the swol­ 
len tissues. Hanging over the edge 
of the bed is a convenient method 
and, by turning the head from side 
to side, the medication reaches over 
all the parts. These antics are un­ 
necessary if a spray, atomizer, or 
inhalator are used. The use of nose 
drops should be discontinued after 
the acute phase has passed as they 
can produce persistent irritation. 


Rest in bed is also desirable be­ 
cause it improves body resistance 
and shortens the period of disability. 
Tills probably explains why colds 
respond so readily when the patient 
is in a hospital and more inclined 
to stay put. The same arrangements 
can be made at home but they sel­ 
dom seem to work as well. Visitors 
come in and the temptation to 
wander about the house, sit in the 
living room. etc. is too great. To my 
knowledge, this is the only differ­ 
ence between the hospital and home 
and demonstrates conclusively the 
value of absolute rest. 
An obstructed nose often inter­ 
feres with sleep; hence salicylates 
or sedatives are frequently recom­ 
mended. The sulfonamides and pen­ 
icillin are rarely of value in the 
early stages as they have no effect 
on the causative virus. Should sec­ 
ondary invaders take over, however, 
the drugs are beneficial. But by this 
time the coryza is subsiding and the 
need for medication is lessened. 


CARSICKNESS 
L.D. writes: How is it that some 
people can read while riding a bus 
and others become nauseated? 
REPLY 
There is no single cause but the 
most important factors are con­ 
cerned with the effect of motion on 
the eyes, tile labyrinth of the ears, 
and the abdominal organs. Some 
susceptible individuals find that if 
they keep their minds occupied the 
condition is less likely to appear. 
In others, it is hastened by read­ 
ing. probably because of the ad­ 
ditional movements of the print as 
the reading matter Jiggles.

J. S. writes: I am 17 and have 
been very blonde all my life. Sud­ 
denly my hair is growing in much 
darker. Could this be caused by 
something I eat?

Army Must Clean Up Brasshatism Before It Drafts More Men; Radio Corporation 


Took Secret Radar Patents Which Belonged To Army 


(Bd Not* — Drew Pearson's column 
en Army Day takes the form of a 
letter to Gen. Floyd Parks in charge 
of Army Press Relations *

Dear General: 


You have written me various let­ 
ters complaining of my criticisms of 
brasshatism. You and I also had a 
talk with the Deputy Chief of Staff. 
Gen. Joe Collins, about certain Army 
officers who, after writing contract 
terminations highly unfair to the 
government and favorable to private 
companies, then proceeded to take 
lush jobs with the companies which 
they favored. 


Today is Army Day, when the 
U. S. Army conies up for special 
review by the American people. 
This is also a period when the 
Army is asking for a special 
draft, 
for 
Universal 
Military 
Training, and for extra funds 
for defense. Personally I favor 
voting much of these funds. But 
I also believe the Army owes it 
to the nation and especially to 
the men whom it seeks to draft, 
to clean up unfairness, favorit­ 
ism and brasshatism first. 


There was a lot of talk about this 
at the end of the recent war. But 
not too much was done. That may 
be one reason why your enlistments 
are low. 
RUA Published Radar Secrets 
For instance I called to your at­ 
tention, publicly and privately, as 
early as Dec. 19, 1947, the amazing 
fact that the Army had permitted 
the Radio Corporation of America 
to make available to the Germans 
and Japs in 1938 our most priceless 
radar secrets, and that the Army 
had done absolutely nothing to re­ 
prove either the radio corporation 
or the Army officers who were 
negligent. 
I asked you first orally, then In a 
letter dated Feb. 2 to give me the 
facts on this case. Two months is 
a long time to wait for a reply to 
an inquiry. Having heard nothing 
from you, I have obtained copies of 
some of the secret records myself. 
They tell a shocking story 
Here 
it is. 
Back in 1932. the Signal Corps 
got orders to produce a device for 
locating the approach of enemy air­ 
planes while they were still out of 
sight. 
Lieut. Col. William Blair. 
Commander of Signal Corps Labora­ 
tories at Monmouth. N. J , put a 
young civilian named William D. 
Hershberger on this Job, under Dr

their arrival. 
Shortly a f t e r perfecting this 
treasured secret Hershberger left 
the 
Signal 
Corps 
(April 
1936 >. 
studied for a time at the University 
of Pennsylvania, then in the Spring 
of 1937 joined the Radio Corporation 
of America. 
A few months later. Jan. ll, 1938. 
the radio corporation filed at the 
U. S. Patent Office for latent Na 
2 401.717. the basic paten: on radar. 
It fisted as joint inventors Wm. D. 
Hershberger and I. Wolff, an BCA 
Laboratory man who had done some 
previous work with Hershberger. 
Secret Patent Becomes Public 
Amazed, the Signal Corps imme­ 
diately asked the U. S. Patent Office 
not to make the application public. 


This s i t one of the 
hmm 
pri«ele*» invention* in the Ilk* 
tor* of modern warfare, yet the 
Radio Corporation not only filed 
publicly for a patent, bnt ako 
proceeded ta apply for patents 
in Japan, Germany and other 
foreign coon tries. This was In 
USS at a time when Hitler had 
already taken A u s tr ia and

Cxechoslovakia and when every 
Intelligent observer knew war 
Inevitable. 


Meanwhile RCA asked the Ar y 
whether the radar inventions were 
still secret and was informed that 
they were. 
In its answer. March 3. 1938. the 
Signal Corps Laboratories declared: 
“While employed at SCL Mr. Hersh­ 
berger prepared a memorandum on 
Nov. 22. 1933. disekxsirtfc the prin­ 
ciples of a method for locating a 
metal object by means of reflecting 
radio waves. . . . It indicates that 
Mr. Hershberger was cognizant of 
such operation as early as 1933. 
“Mr. Hershberger’s notebook page 
31, dated June 27, 1936, shows a 
circuit for producing voltage pulses 
which was applied. . . . (A detailed 
description follows.) In any event 
this invention should be classified 
as secret. 
“As indicated in the detailed de­ 
scriptions above, it appears that 
patent applications RCV - D - 5293, 
RCV-5591 and 5709 consist largely 
of work done by Mr. Hershberger 
while at these laboratories or work 
done by other personnel either at 
these laboratories or at the Naval 
Research Laboratory at Bellevue to 
the results of which he had access. 
These three patents should be kept 
in a secret category until such time 
as the entire Project 12-F (Radar) 
is removed from this classification.” 
This letter was signed by Capt. 
David E. Washburn, Director of the 
Signal Corps Laboratories and I 
would be glad to show you a copy. 
General, if you are interested. 


BCA Head Gets Reward 
However, BCA 
deliberately 
flouted the Signal Corps* secrecy 
order by filing for patents in 
Germany. Japan and the rest of 
the world. Meanwhile nothing 
was done either to prosecute or 
roller! damages from BCA. On 
the 
contrary, 
David 
Sarnoff. 
head of the radio corporation 


was actually commissioned aa rn 
brigadier general. Can yon im­ 
agine what would happen to an 
enlisted man who revealed rn 
secret to the enemy or even fell 
asleep on guard doty? He would 
probably be In Leavenworth yet. 


Mr. Samoff, on the other hand, 
was made a brigadier general. 
After the war. however, certain 
people In the Justice Department 
and the Signal Corps dusted off the 
case and started to prepare a suit 
against RCA. 
But suddenly it was called off. It 
was called off about the time Gen. 
Harry Ingles resigned as head of 
the Signal Corps, March 31. 1947, 
in order to take an important job 
with RCA. General Ingles became 
president of the RCA Institute Inc. 
In talking to you and the Deputy 
Chief of Staff about Army officers 
who take Jobs with companies for 
whom they did favors during the 
war. General Collins pointed out 
that these officers were not West 
Pointers and that the Army couldn’t 
do anything about it. 


However. General Ingles is a 
West Pointer, and now draws a 
pension from American taxpay­ 
ers. 
Finally, the Army could 
easily bring suit against BCA to 
show that it will not tolerate 
actions of this kind in the fu­ 
ture. Such a suit has been pre­ 
pared by the Justice Depart­ 
ment. but the Army says no. It 
not only says no. but is sur­ 
rounds the radar patent case 
with strict and mysterious se­ 
crecy. 


May I suggest that the Army 
must put its own house in order by 
cleaning out brass-hat big-business 
favoritism before it can get or keep 
the confidence of the men it now 
seeks to draft into a new. efficient 
fighting force.

T 


HE FACTS behind the Berlin 
business are simple enough. A 
Soviet effort to expel the West­ 
ern 
allies from 
Berlin 
was 
foresee n#as long ago as last Novem­ 
ber. when General Lucius D. Clay 
told one of these correspondents he 
“would only leave the city on a 
stretcher.” After the breakdown of 
the London conference on Germany 
in December. General Clay's un­ 
yielding policy was approved on the 
highest level, by Secretary of State 
M arshall The balloon was rather 
expected to go up in Berlin at that 
time. Instead, there was an in­ 
terval of Soviet hesitation and com­ 
parative amiability. And the bal­ 
loon has gone up now. 
The “now" is what matters. The 
drive for Berlin must be seen in 
conjunction with the rape of Czech­ 
oslovakia, the drive for Finland, the 
pressure on Scandinavia and the 
struggle for Italy. Coming at this 
climactic moment in the grand con­ 
test for Europe, the Soviet drive for 
Berlin holds out some threat of 
imminent war. That is a fact which 
is being soberly faced by the Amer­ 
ican policy makers, and should be 
soberly faced by the American pub­ 
lic. 
The reasons given for this horri­ 
fying assessment of the situation 
are essentially simple. The Soviets 
may be bluffing, but they have 
committed 
themselves 
so 
deeply 
that it will be difficult, for them to 
back down. When General Clay re­ 
marked that he would not abandon 
Berlin except if carried out. he was 
certainly not bluffing. The United 
States and Britain have no real 
alternative except to call the Soviet 
bluff. For lf they are weak in the 
face of Soviet bullying, every other 
doubtful situation in Europe will 
turn sour overnight. 


Tile Finns, deprived of hope of 
succor, would hardly be able to 
maintain their superb courage. T^ie 
Scandinavians, seemg tile leaders of 
the West humiliated in Berlin and 
Finland going over like a ninepin, 
would also lose heart. And in Italy, 
the current hopeful political trend 
would be reversed by the dramatic 
demonstration of the Soviet power. 


In short, the present choice is be­ 
tween calling the Soviet bluff, which 
means a possible risk of shooting 
now: or yielding to the Soviets, 
which means probably creating a 
situation that is certain to lead to 
war later. For if Italy alone is ab­ 
sorbed in the Soviet sphere, the 
picture will be comparable to that 
in 1948. after Munich. Then there 
will ultimately be no choice except 
the appeasers’ choice, which is be­ 
tween fighting and surrendering. 
This danger of political chain re­ 
action. which is inherent in the 
Berlin situation, should now be 
familiar. It was first seen in the 
Greek-Turki$h crisis. It has re­ 
curred at intervals since. And it 
arose in a most violent form when 
Czechoslovakia fell. 
The pattern of the present crisis 
is. in fact, oddly similar to the 
Czechoslovak crisis pattern which 
led to the Presidents emergency 
message to Congress. Most official 
and a few non-official observers— 
among them these correspondents— 
had foreseen what would happen in 
Czechoslovakia, just as the Soviet 
drive for Berlin was also foreseen. 
Nevertheless, when expectation be­ 
came 
reality, a 
ghastly 
electric 
shock went through Europe. Here 
was naked Soviet aggression. 


From the Foreign Offices of al­ 
most every free European nation, 
the 
same 
inquiries

into 
Washington. Was American policy 
just talk and dollars? Or was the 
United States genuinely ready to 
fight for the cause of freedom in 
the world, if need arose? 
If Secretary Marshall had had to 
reply to these inquiries that our 
policy was just talk and dollars, the

western 
European nations would have had 
only one course open to them. They 
could not resist the Soviet Union 
alone and unaided. They would have 
been almost insistibly impelled to 
seek what terms they could obtain 
at Moscow. The front of the free 
world would have been broken. The 
United States would have been iso­ 
lated, alone and in dire peril. It 
was to give a convincingly reas­ 
suring answer to Scandinavia, to 
Benelux, to France and Italy and 
Britain,

Taxing Powers Back In Hands 


Of Congress, Where It Belongs 


By DAVID LAWRENCE 


WASHINGTON, April 5.—Control 
of the taxing power is back in the 
hands of Congress, where It be­ 
longs. 
Abuse of the presidential veto to 
compel a two-thirds vote before the 
people can get changes in their tax 
rates has resulted in a humiliating 
defeat for President Truman. 
Taking his cue from the late 
President Roosevelt, who vetoed a 
tax bill for the first time in history 
—a veto which, incidentally, was 
overridden, too—Mr. Truman twice 
prevented the national legislature 
from fUing tax rates. 
Now by a substantial m a rjo rity — 
well over two thirds—the Congress 
has taken back into its own hands 
the fixing of tax rates. 
It might be said that Congress 
can be prevented again from mak­ 
ing new tax laws. But it is a far 
different thing to enact a new law 
now than it has been heretofore 
when a minority of Congress, sup­ 
porting a presidential veto, could 
keep existing high rates in effect 
indefinitely. 
When so many members of Pres­ 
ident Truman’s own party in both 
the House and Senate desert him to 
vote for tax changes, it is a sign 
that the Chief Executive has adopt­ 
ed a stubborn position which makes 
his leadership of the party more 
theoretical than real. 
In this campaign year the Demo­ 
crats who voted to override the veto 
must go before the people saying. 
in effect, that the President was 
wrong in his attitude. 
Truman’s Arguments Much Alike 
The arguments made in the first 
two veto messages are much the 
same as in the one sent to Congress 
last week. Mr. Truman says that 
tax reduction isn t possible because 
of huge expenses abroad or because 
surpluses must be used for debt 
retirement. What he is contending, 
in reality, is that the American 
people must operate indefinitely 
under wartime tax rates. 
Mr. Truman uses the same dem­ 
agogic line he has employed before 
—namely, that 40 per cent of the 
tax redaction goes to people who 
earn more than $5,000 a year. Does 
he mean that tax policy must be 
based on some form of communistic 
share-the-income doctrine such as 
undermined democracy abroad and 
weakened so many countries? 
By ovemding the veto, the legis­ 
lators have responded to public 
opinion. To the argument that tax 
reduction will produce inflation by 
increasing the purchasing power of 
millions in the low-income brackets, 
there is a simple answer. It is that 
the huge expenditures by govern­ 
ment, which create new demands 


for goods, are sending prices upward 
in an inflationary cycle and the 
low-income groups need the pur­ 
chasing power to maintain a decent 
standard of living. 
Mr. Truman endeavored to rebutt 
the contention that investors would 
be helped and thus business would 
benefit by the inflow of more risk 
capital if taxes were reduced. He 
said business profits were high and 
funds had been available in ade­ 
quate quantity. But he failed to 
distinguish between borrowed money 
with fixed obligations and interest 
and the lack of equity money such 
as has built up American industrial 
power. 
If the tax structure had not been 
changed this year, the whole eco­ 
nomic structure would have been 
weakened. 
Mr. Truman hinted twice before 
at the possibility of a crisis overseas 
and now he doesn't have to hint, 
because the situation with Russia 
is plain to see. But Congress under­ 
stands that, too. and has come to 
the conclusion that if war breaks 
out higher tax rates can be enacted 
overnight. The American people will 
gladly pay wartime tax rates during 
a war. What they object to is the 
arbitrary attitude of a President 
who says, in effect, that wartime 
tax rates must continue for decades 
to come. If hts reasoning is accept­ 
ed. there can never be any tax re­ 
duction while there is a huge public 
debt, and obviously the public debt 
will not be reduced materially for 
fifty years. 
Policy of Obstruction 
Mr. Truman has failed to apply rn 
reasonable policy either to debt re­ 
tirement or tax reduction and. after 
having been opposed twice by a 
majority of Congress, he has en­ 
deavored a third time to maintain 
Iris policy of obstruction. 
There may be a deficit Instead of 
a surplus if war-emergency spend­ 
ing grows but there is also th# 
chance that the very armament 
spending may swell tax receipts at 
the new rates to levels never before 
reached, so that .the estimated loss 
of revenues nill not materialize at 
all. In any event. Congress will meet 
the fiscal situation as it arisen ami 
it will take only a majority vote to 
enact higher tax rates if they be­ 
come 
necessary 
Tax 
legislation 
should be left to a congressional 
majority, 
which, 
irrespective 
of 
party, usually reflects the will of 
the people. In a parliamentary sys­ 
tem of government, Mr. Truman 
would now be out of office as he 
has been repudiated on a measure 
of prime importance by more than 
a two-third majority.

J. Edgar Hoover, 
Director of the FBI, issues re­ 
ports on the increase of crime 
in the United States. He says: 
“Compared with prewar figures, 
urban crime in 1947 was still high 
with rape and aggravated assault

the average for 1938-41. Nineteen 
forty-seven urban crime exceeded 
prewar average figures in other 
categories as follows: Murder.

There seems to be a tendency 
to attribute the crime increase 
to dislocations and brutalization 
attending a scar era. But that 
can be no explanation for in­ 
creases of crime among those 
who remained in the bosoms of 
their families during the war 
years. 
Or were they not .so 
carefully guarded and nurtur­ 
ed? C e r t a i n l y , we are up 
against the fact that the usual 
economic cause for crime, stark. 
brutal, debasing poverty, does 
not exist here. 
What poverty 


went before the Congress to ask 
for the draft, and Secretary Mar­ 
shall at last declared our purpose 
with grim frankness in California. 
Now again, as a result of the Ber­ 
lin crisis, the same kind of chain 
reaction threatens. The Soviet move 
comes at a well calculated time. The 
western European union has not 
been completed by American ad­ 
herence. The western European na­ 
tions have not yet received the min­ 
imum arms needed for reasonable 
defense. 
The 
American 
striking 
force is partly crippled by the after­ 
effects of the criminal petty squab­ 
bling between the armed sendees. 
There will be a strong temptation 
to appease, especially in Europe, 
where the first brunt of Soviet at­ 
tack mast be borne. At this writing, 
however, the chances seem to be 
that the bolder of the two choices 
outlined above will be preferred. 


If we stand firm at Berlin, we can 
at least be encouraged in doing so 
by the analysis of Rassia’s motives 
for her present aggressions which 
is generally accepted by the Amer­ 
ican policy makers. 
They believe that the violence of 
the Soviet response to the European 
Recovery Program flows from the 
knowledge of the Soviet leaders 
that their system is too weak to 
stand the competition of a healthy, 
reconstructed Europe. They believe, 
that is, that the Soviet motive is 
preventive, the intention being to 
create 
conditions 
in 
which 
the 
healthy reconstruction of Europe 
will be impossible. That this is now 
the danger is acknowledged. 
One of the wisest makers of 
American policy has sadly admit­ 
ted. “If we cave in at Berlin, we 
risk defeating the whole purpose of 
the ERP.” Berlin is by no means 
the only danger point—the critical 
character of the Finnish situation, 
for example, has escaped general 
notice. But what Is now important 
us to pass these crucial weeks ahead 
without appeasement or surrender 
or a .serious break in the front of 
freedom. If this can be achieved, a 
new and more constructive phase, 
less ma riced by hairbreadth escapes 
from total disaster, will at last be­ 
gin to open.

I recall 
one boy who opened a school for 
pickpocketing, but his pupils were 
very few, indeed.

Many of their

earning a meager living. 
Few of
